Arab Views ef Lebanon 


The criticism of Syrian intervention in 
Lebanon voiced in the various Arab cap- 
itals is of varying intensity and still more 
diverse motivation. This is particularly the 
case where the accusations are the fiercest, 
namely in Cairo (where the radio compared 
President Assad of Syria to Hitler) and Bagh- 
fiad. But although on the surface the main 
charge leveled against Syria is the disrup- 
tion of Arab unity, the real reason why the 
Arab world has suddenly woken up to the 
Lebanese situation is the Israel question. 
The quarrel between Damascus and Calro 
has little to do with the Syrian march on 
Beirut but dates back to Assad’s’ criticisms 
of the second Sinai agreement. Iraq, on the 
other hand. has an Israel policy diametric- 
ally opposed to that of Egypt, and each of 
them seems to be hoping that Assad wil] get 
into so much trouble in Lebanon that he 
will be forced to cooperate in return for 
assistance. The Arab League resolutions 
passed in Cairo do not prejudice this ques- 
tion and are in any case only on paper for 
the time belng. It will be interesting to see 
whether it is possible to assemble an effi- 
clent peace-keeping force out of such muiu- 
ally hostile elements as Rivadh and Tripoli.

Yugoslavia: Colombo and Berlin 


Although they are dealt with by different 
people or different institutions, two aspects 
of Yugosiavian foreign policy are closely 
related. One is formally called “state” (or 
international), the other “party” (or inter- 
party). They are not only related because 
foreign policy of every country 15 indivisible 
‘and & part of the internal policy) but also 
because in this case they are the heart of 
Yugoslavian policy and Yugoslavia's polit- 
ical position and development. 

A conference of nonaligned countries will 
be held in August in Colombo. A European 
Communist party conference may be held in 
June or September or later in Berlin. As 
Yugoslavia is the only nonaligned Socialist 
country, the state and party politicians are 
participating in both conferences in various 
ways. Participation is conditional by the 
contents of the conferences. Yugoslav offi- 
cials are definitely going to Colombo but it 
has yet to be decided to send representatives 
to Berlin. Yugoslavia is self-managed in its 
internal and foreign policy; it is building 
its own Socialism and wants everyone, every- 
where to manage their own affairs without 
pressure from the outside. For Yugosiavia, 
the relationships between the parties must 
be as equal as the relationships between the 
states. The principles for Colombo are the 
same as those for Beslin. .. .

Florence: New “Operaballets’ 
Devised by Sylvano Bussotti 


By William Weaver 


FRLORENCE, June 14 ΠΕῚῚ.- 


Last year the Maggio Musi- 
cale fextival was particularly rich 
and interesting im the ballet 
department. This year, on the 
contrary, the dance is represented 
only by tro companies: Béjart's 
Ballet of the 20th Century, which 
‘ill arrive towards the end of 
this month; and Florence's own 
dancers (with sume guests), who 
have just appeared in a program 
entirely devoted to new ballets 
based on compositions by Sylvano 
Bussotti. 


The composcr has recently 
comed a kind of trademark for 
his theater pieces, the portmen. 
teau word “Bussotti operaballet.” 
It was under this general heading 
that his six pieces were given 
here at the "Featro Della Pergola. 


To call Bussotti a compaser is 
to define him too strictly.

As everyone knows, the dance 
in Italy is the ugly stepsister of 
the arts. Only a few major 
dancers have emerged in the past 
decades, and no major choreog-

with what the market can offer, 
so it is not surprising that this 
latest product of “Bussotti opera- 
ballet” was more a concert with 
dancers than a real ballet eve- 
ning.
